Our scene opens in Plainfield, Vermont, in the library well of 
Goddard College, site of the 1970 Alternative Media Project Conference. 
The well is filled with ‘underground’ media people, who have crawled 
out of bed at four in the afternoon to hear Simon Kranella, editor of 
the Skokie, Ill‘nois underground newspaper THE EAR ('The Voice of 
Revolution in Greater Skokie, 4000 readers, 10¢ daily, 25¢ Sundays) 
talk about The Alternative Media and the Truth. 

"Before I begin,” Simon Krane.la says, beginning, "I just want to 
say that Tim Leary has been in 4ail for three months now and send your 
money to..." 

"Bobby Seale's been in jail for 2 years!" screams the Voice of 
Righteous Indignation in the corner. "Free Bobby!" 

"RIGHT ON!" responds the crowd, smiling pleasantly and breaking out 
the picnic lunches. 

"Uh.." Simon says, "Right on, but....." 

"PRRE JOHN SINCLAIR!" shouts an Alienated Youth. "John Sinclair's beer! 
jail for a year and a half!" The A.Y, rights on, turns in and cops out, 
going back to his Reader's Digest. 

"FREE JOAN BIRD!" shouts a Liberated Woman. (Cries of "Right On" and 
"Whos Joan Bird?" ring throughout the room.) "loan Bird's been in jail 
for six months! 

"TREE DREYFUS!" we cry. "Dreyfus has been in jail for..." but we are 
right on'd to silence. 

Théngs quiet down a bit after that. (Dreyfus always could spoil a good 
party.) Simon Kranella (remember him?) has the floor again, telling us 
where we are and what time it is and the title of the workshop. (That's 
the Truth we came to hear?" we mutter, gazing pensively at the communal 
sandwich just laid in our lap by the Alienated Youth.) 

"The underground, alternative media," says Simon, "must be believed 
if it is to be taken seriously. And to be believed, we must print TRUTH!" 
(right on) "What have you done for the Revolution today?" 

The Alienated Youth proudly announces that he's shouted TREB JOKN SIN- 
CLAIR eighteen times in the last week. The Liberated Woman tells of 
bombéng the Playtex corporate headquarters. The Voice of Righteous In- 
dignation shows his Spiro Agnew watch with an cbscenity written on the 
face, The rest of the crowd rights cn. 

And we think, We think about programs on mulch gardening and wine ap- 
preciation, the speeches by Bill Buckley and ‘Arthur Hoppe and Rollo May, 
and that incredible range of music, from Beiderbecke to Lombardo to Khan 
to Cage. 

"Pardon," we ask, "but the radical left, the radical right, the Demo- 
cratic Party, and millions of people with views they want heard all make 
the same complaint: they don't have access to the media. If the alter- 
native media is really going to be an alternative, doesn't it have to be 
unbiased?" 

"What does that have to do with Bobby and Tim and John and Joan and 
Huey and Eldridge ane Us?" the group shouts. So we try to explain. And 
right after music of the Burundi and hefore Young Americans for Freedom 
we notice nobody's righting on anymore. So we shutup. And Simon Kran- 
ella gets up and says, "Let's get back to what this workshop is all about: 

The Alternative Media and Truth."
